June 27 1863 


My Dear Brother, 


I now seat myself to write you a few lines, 

the subject of which will give you to understand that 
myself and family are not well. I have been sick more or less 
for two years and am very much reduced in flesh,so much 
so,I never expect to be a well man again. Old age and in- 
firmity is wearing me away very fast. My wife has been in 
fine health for the two years past until about a week since 
she took cold and’ is now very sick with Newralja, but is 
a little better to day. Your friends and relations here are all 

well with the Exception of myself and wife so far as I 
Know’or have heard. Rufus and Wyatt Draughn and their -- 
familys are well and have fine crops should the seasons hold 
out a little longer. we have been very dry here until a few days 
past. we have had some refreshing showers. Micajah Courtney 
and family are well and has a good crop Hampton and his 
family are well and I am told he ha@ the best crop he has 
had for many years. Poor Matilda's family is also well and are 
doing well _2°! Denham is at Vicksburg and . ° Kennedy with 
Gen'l Braggs' Army in Tennessee. Mrs. Kennedy and Margarett 
lives there alone. they have a good crop on hand and will 
make plenty. We were all very much grieved to hear of the 
Death of Poor Sarah. and Harmen * and the Trouble and pain 
it has inflicted upon you, but when we reflect that we have 
all got to die, we should bear it with all the fortitude in our 
power. No person I presume can know the feelings you have 
on this occasion, but those who have, who have pass through 
similar Events. I feel for you, but that cannot relieve you 
My Wife sends her love and respects to you and your family 
and says she can only sympathise with you in your -¥4=-—~ 
bereavement, that she has passed through these trying scenes, and 
know your feelings of Trouble. since I commenced writing this 
Letter Rufus has sent to me for Medicine and says he has 
the Chill and fever’ every other day.

I also send you one note on Mr. Gaines the other 
you kept under the impression Mr. Gaines would pay it long 
since, as I understood he was to pay half down. You will te 
please calculate the Interest ome and collect all before WE*%R*“e 
the Deeds, patents and notes are delivered. send the money by 
Mr. Woodard to me, and put each mans to its self so as to 
detect Counterféits & also take up my Bonds and send them 
also by Mr.Woodard.I am Sorry Edward to put you to so much 
trouble on my account I cannot help it. No other help I know of 
I am willing to give you full satisfaction. Payme_and Gaines may think 
that I am acting *1¢¢#4 with them but I tell you 77g few men 'y/diZe 
will do to depend on these critical times. Please give my respects 
to your family and all inquiring friends and,especially to my Girl 

Tell Caroline her sister well and hearty, her and 

Nichols was weighed a short time since 160 lbs each.
